Practically everybody recognizes the fact, and 
Dominion and Provincial, and various corporations and organl- 
zations, have long been devoting thought to the problem of how to get im- 
migrants,-and millions of dollars have been expended in trying out different 
policies and methods. 


As a result hundreds of thousands of people have come to Canada from | 
the British Isles, the United States, and continental Europe during the past 
twenty-five years Nevertheless Canada’s growth in population has been dis- 
appointingly slow, the increase recorded at each succeeding census being lit- | 
tle more than what should be shown through natural increase alone. 

What, then, became of the hundreds of thousands ‘of immigrants who 
came to establish homes in this country? Unquestionably many of them | 
have made a success in this eountry. These suecessful new citizens’ are to 
be -met all over the country. Jut:many did not remain in this country, and, 
the even more unfortunate fact is that Canada lost to other countries, prin- 
eipally the United States, tens of thousands of its nalive sons and daughters, 

These are unpleasant facts to record, but they are true. He is a wise 

physician who thoroughly diagnosis his patient’s disease before he attempts 

. fo prescribe. treatment or operate, and it is part of wisdom for the Canadian 
people to thoroughly study and understand the situation and find out what {s | 
wrong as a necessary preliminary step to applying a remedy. 

There can hardly be any question that, so far as these Western Provinces 
are concerned, inany people and, indeed, whole communities, have learned by 
bitter experience just what is wrong in at least one very important respect. | 
it has been found tliat some thousands of settlers have located on land which | 
is not suitable for grain growing, with the inevitable result that year after | 
year they have suffered crop failures, and have witnessed their. former say- 
ings swallowed up, their labor spent for nought, and themselves burdened 
with an accumulation of debts. ‘ 

These people have become discouraged, and naturally they pull up stakes 
and move elsewhere. In their letters to their former homeland, they tell 
gloomy stories of conditions in Canada; and when ‘they moye away they warn} 
other people against trying the same experiment which resulted disastrously | 
for them. Nobody can blame them, but the inevitable effect is to offset and | 
largely nullify all the efforts of our Immigration Department and its agents, 
because a few such failures overshadow the much larger number of successes 
which can be recorded. 

The first lesson tor Canada to learn is the exercise of much greater caré | 
in the location of -pedple on .the land. That, however, is insofar as future 
policy is concerned, The immediate, need is to tackle without loss of time | 
the immediate problem presented by those people who are still .here and 
struggling alongin such undesirable locations, and, instead of allowing them | 
to be lost to Canada, take active.measures to locate them elsewhere in this 
country. where they can’smake a success of farming. operations, 

The Dominion Government is, fortunately, alive to this need and the 
Minister of the Interior has announced that, at the next session of Parliament, 
legislation will be introdueed making provision for the granting of extra 
homesteads to those farmers who have been unable on account of continued 
drought conditions, or other reasons ‘tor Which they are not themselves re- 
sponsible, to make. good. In other words, steps are to be taken to provide 
such farmérs with a new and, suitable location. This is good business, be- 

~cause these farmers, who have become acquainted with conditions and meth-| 

ods of agriculture in this country, and who have proven their worth by hard | 

work and real optimism and courage in the face of insurmountable difficulties, | 

are the very type of men this country needs. The retention and ultimate |

Probably Constantine savéd 
more than half of’ his salary, being 
very economical. He did no enter- 
taining and knew that sooner or later 
he would have to go.
